THE GREEK EXECUTIONS. 


The execution of former cabinet ministers and 


le general by the existing Greek government is a | 


vather ghastly reminder that the ways of the Gree 
are not our ways. It will remind us that pas- 
sionate resolutions calling upon our government to 
intervene against the “unspeakable Turk” have 
represented emotional partisanism rather than 
knowledge or fair judgment of near eastern condi- 
tions and we trust the tragedy at Athens will 
induce well intentioned humanitarianism to avoid 
hasty appeals for hasty action in international 
affairs. | 

The notions of near eastern conditions, indus 
triously cultivated by propaganda, which are cur- 
rent in this country, ars not safe guides. Men 
who know the Balkan and near eastern peoples, 
unless they are race or religious partisans, do 
not paint the Moslem in solid black and the Chris- 
tian in spotiess white. The execution of six leading 
Greek public men does not derive from Christian 
ethics, and though Americans for two or three 
generations have been fed on stories of Turkish 
atrocities, we have been told nothing of the atroc- 
ities of other peoples in that region. 

European politics has made good use of the 
legend of Turkish diabolism and there is no doubt 
that the Turk has slaughtered on a scale worthy 
of his reputation. But if we are not to be a cai’s 
paw for European itmperialism we must not 
assume, as we do, that the other peoples are not 
capable and have not been guilty of gavage 
cruelties. 

There was a moment after the second Balkan 
war when report of Bulgarian atrocities put the 
Bulgarian in the same class as the Turk. But 
the Bulgarians did not propose to rest under this 
indictment. An international commission, of 
which a distinguished American was one, under- 
took an inquiry wpon an appeal of the Bulgars 
for justice. They found that the Serbjans and 
Greeks were as responsible for murders and 
massacres as the Bulgars, and that the regular 
soldiers of al] three were not guilty. It was the 
civilians and the irregular bands, animated by 
ancient hates and village grudges, who ravished 
and massacred, 

We revert to this, on behalf of sensible restraint 


on the part of American opinion, which is too 


much the victim of propaganda and partisan 
appeal. We ought to take more pains to hear buth 


sides and especially we ought to be less ready to 
propose intervention in. matters in which our 
interest is idealistic and the facts little known. 


Meantime, we have not only a revelation of 


Greek character, but a striking example of the 
responsibilities and embarrassments of imperia! 
diplomacy. The British government is confronted 
by a most unpleasant situation and we cannot but 
admire the promptness and vigor of its rebuke to 
the Greek government. The severance of diplo- 
matic relations is the answer to the Greek refusal 


to heed British protest against the executions. 


The officials were executed for the failure of a 


policy fathered by Great Britain. Great Britain 
stands by her friends.

An appeal to President Harding by the National 
Federation of Federal Employés for the early enact-

‘Waste by Foe.

SMYRNA, Oct. 29.—{By Mail.}—I 
have seen something of the systematic 
burning and destruction committed by 
the Greek troops during their retreat 
from Afilum Karahissar. 

1 arrived in Smyrna early.this morn- 
jag, after traversing the burned area 
from end to end. Since four days ago, 
when we passed the station of Pou- 
istli, a few miles west of Angora, I 
have witnessed nothing but destruction 
and evidertces of a wanton cruelty that 
exceeds the bounds of imagination. 

It is nearly impossible fiow to make 
an accurate estimate of the dead 
among the Turkish civil population; 
between 10,000 and 15,000 massacred 
would be close to the truth. 

We arrived in Afium three days ago 
te find that only the buildings near 
the railway and two of the fourteen 

rs of the town had been de 
stroyed. The death roll there was less 
iban 100. But within an hour of leav- 
ing Afium we were in the real area of 
destruction. Along the road and the 
railway practically every village had 
been put to the flames and had lost a 
small toll in killed. 


3,000 Killed in Ouchak. 


We reached Ouchak the following 
morning and spent two hours in the 
town. It was a city of perhaps 4,000 
houses. Eighteen . hundred, in the 
heart of the town, were destroyed. 
Here, too, the killings. were said to be 
bad.

perity for the American people.

justment of wartime compensation, 
and codperation of the American Le- 
gion with the International Associa- 
tion of Allied Veterans of the World 
War in the effort to bring about a bet- 
ter, understanding among civilized na- 


tions. 
Legion Asks No Charify. 
In referring to the disabled .war vet- 
erans, Mr. Owsley said: 
“The Legion asks for no charity for 
the disabled; the Legion calis for jus- 


tice, that is all.” 

Declaring the American constitution 
the “ most effective instrument yet de- 
vised for the expression of the will of 
all the people,”’ Mr. Owsley, pointed out 
that “equality of opportunity is a ne- 
cessity of a free people,” and that 
“equality of opportunity can only be 
arrived at through equal opportunity 
of education.” He said that of the 
25,000,000 children of school age in the 
United States, many, millions do not 
attend school regularly and many are 
compelled to toil too young. 

“Already the Legion has effected 
legislation for compulsory school at- 
tendance,” he continued, “and has as- 
sisted greatly in the enforcement of 
such legislation. We shall continue 
until child labor has been supplanted 
by child growth, development, and 
study throughout the land. The Le- 
gion has undertaken a campaign 
against literacy.” 

Fresh Air and Playgrounds. 


“There must be fresh air and sani- 
tation in the cities,” he said. “ There 
must be parks and playgrounds; there 


, must be adequate physical instruction 


in all the schools, and the Legion is 
working to this end.” 

Discussing army personnel, the na- 
tional commander oe “the men 
of the Legion are out of sympathy 
with the policy of economy that would 
cut our military defense below the 
safety line dgfined in the defense act. 
of 1920.” 

Mr. Owsley asserted that it is the 
will of the American people that the 
war veterans be given an adjusted 
compensation, “and they have ex- 
pressed that will in no uncertain terms 
on evety opportunity offered them.” 

“There is no shadow of doubt,” he 
added, “of the coming of this national 
adjustment of compensation.”

The figures for the months of Sep- 
tember and October, drawn from the 
fifteen principal cities of the state, 
show that 309 permits for family dwel- 


lings were issued in September, and 


six apartment house permits. In Oc- 
tober 287 single dwelling permits were 
issued and five apartment permits.. The 
October building in Iowa was a 68 per 
cent increase over the building done 
in 1921. 

These figures do not include office 
buikdings, a great number of which 
are being erected, Mr. Sands sayS. In 
Des Moines alone three office buildings, 
one of eighteen stories, the other two 
of fourteen and twelve stories respec- 
lively. are being erected. .

“ Before the war Russia was a coun- 
try behind the rest of Europe, indus- 
trially; now she is a thqusand years 
behind. Industrially she cannot come 
back or catch up immediately, but 
agriculturally her immediate resources 
are about limitless. Beggars, starving, 
plead for bread in a land where fields 
lie idle for want of a plow; where not 
hundreds but thousands and tens of 
thousands of acres, rich as any of the 
wheat or corn lands of the middle west, 
grow up to weeds.
